word explanation. The ever increasing volume business 
coming before the Society has, under the plan “single” 
sessions, made our meetings longer than was thought desir- 
able, the meeting last year having been started for the first 
time Monday night. The activities the Society divide 
naturally into metals and non-metals. The arrangement 
the program heretofore has brought these two groups 
the annual meeting for the most part opposite ends the 
program, having the tendency the membership 
the Society rather sharply. Moreover, with sessions 
the Society morning, afternoon and evening practically 
every day was longer possible avoid the holding 
committee without seriousiy interfering with these 
sessions. These developments have given the Executive 
Committee and the Committee Papers little concern. 

Accordingly, the program this year has been arranged 
that two sessions are held simultaneously all but two 
periods which the Society meets. The program metals 
extends throughout the meeting and the sessions non- 
metals have been scheduled against the metals sessions 
with little conflict subject matter and group interest. 
this way the meeting shortened much 
possible, consistent with opportunity for proper considera- 
tion the reports and papers. The several groups inter- 
ests the Society are brought more closely together, thus 
providing opportunity for extending acquaintance and good 
fellowship among our members. With the exception 
Tuesday, there will afternoon sessions the Society, 
these periods being reserved for recreation and committee 
meetings. Thus, with Monday afternoon and evening, 
Tuesday morning, and Wednesday and Thursday afternoons 
available for committee meetings, these meetings can now 
held without with regular Society sessions— 
something that every committee member will appreciate.
